also independent. 
On Luzon, Min- 


danao, Xegros, Paney, Zebu, Leyte, 
Bohol, Samar, and Mindoro there are 
as many different tribes as there are 
islands. 


In the earlier. years of Spanish rule 


the Tagals and Yisayas gave the con- 
querors no end of trouble, and no 
sooner had these tribes been subdued 
than tlie Mores in the south, began 
lawless operations. 
From that time 


to this they have carried on their law- 
lessness, and have never beea sub- 
dued. 
The Chinese pirates in earlier 


days also gave the Spanish much 
trouble. 
They captured a number of 


smaller towns along the coast, and 
even made attempts to capture Manila 
during the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries.

the use of the pirates. They are long. 
narrow and sharp at both emls and 
natives are very skillful in handling 
them.

SCALES. 


AVi-i :;hin:; the Huby. 


Babies have been weighed from time 


immemorial, but it is only within a 
few years that scales have been made 
especially jfo~ that purpose. 
The old- 


fashioned, ii:ne-honorea way of -weigh- 
ing the baby was to tie it up in a 
towel aud then hook the hook of a 
spring balaui-e into the knot: and this 
way is still common. 
Whatever other 


household 
scales might be in use 


in a house have also been used 
for this purpose, as they still are, but 
there are now made special infant 
scales and used for that 
purpose 


alone. 


Infant scales are made in several 


styles. 
They all have one feature in 


common, however—a basket iu which, 
to put the baby iu place of a pan. An 
infant scale of a design new this year- 
is finished iu white enamel. 
The 


•weights plate.upon which the weights 
are placed in the weighing, is of iron 
polished until it looks like a steel 
mirror. 
At tlie other end of the 


balance, where the pan would ordin- 
arily be.in the basket, oblong ia shape, 
and fashioned with a view to the con- 
venient and comfortable holding of the 
child. The basket also is enamelled. 
The base of the scale projects in front 
to afford a place for the weights, 
\rhich are of polished iron. The larger 
"weights are provided with handles. 
There are no very small weights: the 
fractional weights are taken by means 
of a sliding weight on abeam attached 
to the front of the scale. Such a scale 
as this sells at £'25. Infant scales may 
be bought, however, at 86 and SS. 


The scales are used uot only to 


find ont the weight cf the infant when 
it is bori:, but to weigh it from time 


| to time, maybe once a week, to note 
j its growth. Infant scales are made to 


weigh up to '25 or 30 pounds.

Court Items. 


Opinions have heen handed down in 


several cases argued at the recent Argu- 
ment Court as follows: Ju assignee of A. 
B. Kanffman vs. Lewis Bosserman, a case 
stated for the opinion of the Court on the 
following facts : KaufEinan, the owner of 
a. farm, leased it to Humpert for one vear 
from April, 1896 to April 1897, rent pay- 
able in the shares. Iii September. 1896. 
the farm was levied oji by the SheiuT on 
an execution asrainst Kauffman, and on 
October 15, 1896, was sold by him to 
Lev/Is Sossennan. The Sheriffs deed to 
Bosserman was acknowledged in open 
court Oct. 19, 1896. On Sept. 2, 1S96, 
Kauffman made an assignment for the 
benefit of creditors. Previous to the 
Sheriff's sale and the acknoledgnient of 
the deed to Bosserman, fifteen hundred 
and eightv-five bushels of corn ia the ear 
had been cut. husked, garnered and set 
apart, one-half in the landlord's crib and 
one-half in the tenant's crib. At the 
same time nine hundred and thirty bush- 
els were in the shock in. the field, un 
husked, and were set apart as the laud- 
lord's share. The value of the landlord's 
share set apart was $^7.12. The corn was 
cut before the Iev3~ but after the assign- 
ment. 


On the day of the Sheriff's sale there 


was also the oats crop, cut and in the 
barn, unthreshed and not divided or sep- 
arated. In November the oats was thresh- 
ed and divided into two equal parts, one- 
half retained by the tenant and the other 
set aside to Bosserman without the con- 
sent of the assignee. 


The case was stated and argued for an 


opinion of the Court as to whether or not 
the assignee was entitled to receive one- 
half of all the corn and oats, divided and 
undivided, at the time of the delivery of 
the Sheriffs deed, or ouly to the amount 
of the core that was harvested and di- 
vided at that date. In a lengthy opinion 
Judge Swope decided that the assignee 
•wsis^onlv entitled to receive Kauffmau's 
share of the corn that had actually been 
set apart for him. and that Bossermaa 
was entitled to the undivided share of the 
corn and oats which went to him as pur- 
chaser of the laud of Kauffman as rent 
navable after Bosserman acquired title.
